Sent an Order by Said Tibeau [93] Tibeau for Said Joseph 
Brusars Appearing here to Answer to said Complaint 
against him; And that Whereas Said Tibeau had Again 
Ketumed and Made Oath that when he went to Deliver him 
the Orders, that lie not only Beat him, but took the Orders 
& DeflpitefuOy throw them on the Ground; And therefore, 
for his Insolence, he had again SummonM Said Brusar to 
Appear this Day before the Board Allong with the Deputees 
who are Ready to wait on the Boardt by whom being In- 
formed, that Said Brusar, notwithstanding these Repeated

To which the Deputees made Answer (Lewis Tibeau'a 
Affidavit being read to them) That they were Extre^nly 
SoTTj for Such Misdemeanours of Some amongst them But 
vere apt to beleive all Tibeaus affidavit was not true; And 
said his not Appearing here to Day proceeded not from fear

Should be beat out, if any of them Should Speak of this at 
Annapolis Royall ; That Upon that he did not ; Still trusting 
that the Priest Would give Notice to the Governour; to 
which He made Oath and to every Article in the Petition 

Then Joseph Brasar being likewise Examined and Asked 
why he did not Discover what was Contrived [96] Contrived 
& Designed at Minus against this place by the Indians Mojie 
Answer 
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That he was affraid the Priest father Charlemagne would 
Discover him t-o the Indiana and that his Mother ajid family 
would be thereby Destroyed; And he made Oath to every- 
thing Mentioned in their Petition, Except these words (car 
il nous dit de prendre Garde a nous &'^) 

And the Said Joseph Brusar being further Examined 
upon his Abusing Lewis Tibeau & Contempt of Orders, was 
put Prisoner upon Guard 

Then the Deputees Acquainting the Govemour That 
Alexander Girouar was Such a poor Ignorant fellow^ that his 
Indirect Answers proceeded Certainly from tJience, not 
knowing through his fear & appreliension of Punishment, 
what he Saidv ^^d Not from any Designe of Concealling the 
Truth; OtherH^ays he Never would with the Rest, have pre- 
sumed to Signe and present Such a Petition for Pardon, or 
ever Expect the Least favour from the Government: And 
therefore tliey beged he might be again admitted to a farther 
Examination 

Whereupon being Called & Reprimanded for his former 
prevarioations, Said he Did not Understand what was Said 
to him & that he would not Denie the Truth And being 
asked whether everything in the Petition was Truth and

might Occasion the Inhabitants t4> Kebell and Joyn perhaps 
with the Indians as formerly, And as we have not force 
enough to keep them under Due Subjection and as we had 
punished them in Some Measure by having Banishe<i the 
Priest; It was Judged proper to Answer the * Deputees, That 
the Governor and Council, purely in Consideration to them 
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for having Done their Duty in bringing them to the Qov- 
ernoiiTj and not Doubting but that they Would according to 
their promises faitlifully Discharge ilie Trust of Deputees, 
and by their Vigilence prevent all Such Disorders in the 
GoverDment for the future, were willing to Sett the Afore- 
said Girouar, Michel! and Joseph Brusar at Liberty; But 
Assured theni that if any Disorders Should happen hereafter 
the Aggressors Should be Severely punished 

Whereupon the Deputees being called & thereof

ber 1722 for what he knew Not, where he Remained about 
twenty two months, Was Sent to Quebeck by Order of 
Means of (as be Soppoa'd) Some Certain Advice, but from 
ihQ QoYvrnor of that I'lace where lived about twelve Months, 
& was there Entertained like a Gentleman, through the 
Means of (as he Supposed, Some Certain Advice, but from 
whom he knew not, of Some who knew him in Old France 

Then being Asked, Seeing he was so Well Entertained 
there, why he left that Place in Such a Vagabond Manner 
and to Come without tha Governors Pasport He [144] He 
Answered that he would not give him One» hut told him he 
might go if he pleased, and that he woukl not stop him. And 
that Upon his Denying him one, he and the Rest Contented 
themselves with the Bishops Certificate 

And being Asked Why tliey did Not Rather go from 
tlienc^e Directly to Old franoe or to Cape Breton 

He Made Answer That None of the Masters of Vesaells 
would take them on Board without the Gov^rwors Pasport 

Then being Asked why they Ventured to Come to this 
or to any of the English Govemm.^ without one 

He Answered That his father was of Blois and a Cheva- 
lier, and that being Sent a way in Such a Manner; he was 
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Resolved to Rim all Risques to gett home to Sue for Justice, 
And that finding noae would take him on Board He and the 
Other Two Agreed with one /Eneas an Indian to bring them 
to the River H} Johns, whom with Another Indian his Rela- 
tion they kill'd about fifty Leagues above Meductuek, because 
they found he wa^? going to Deceive them, and not perfonne 
the Agreement After they had paid him for his Pilotage; 
but Tarry in the Woods, where they must have Infallibly 
perished with Hunger, had they taken Ms Cannow by force; 
And in the Scuffle he Shott /Eneas a« he was going to fire 
upon him and his Commarads, and that Moos/ Babour 
Shott the Other Indian his Relation as he was going to kill 
Mons/ S.* Joyly with a Lancett and that then they proceeded 
in the best Manner they Could on their Journey 

He was asked if they Did not meet with other Indians 
who knew the Cannow 

Answered Not till they Came to S.* Johns where the 
Priest lives to whom they applyed for his Assistance and 
Direction how to gett to the french Plantations; And there 
being Sev.' Indians going from thence to Beaubassin, he 
Recommended them to their Care, who not knowing the 
Cannow (it being a New one, just finished before they 
Departed from Canada) they Piloted them to the Biver of 
Beaubassin, and yJ being [145] Being Informed of a Place 
Called Mines where there were also french Inhabitants ; They 
Chused rather to go there, than to Beaubassin Least During 
their Stay there, they Should be Discovered and fall into 
the Indiana hands; And so taking their Direction which way 
to Steer allong Shear, they found the place, where having 
Stayed a few Days, and beging the Assistance of the Inhabi- 
tante, they Discovered to them the flfact, who Ordered them 
to Depart Immediately, for that there was No Shelter for 
them there; and Make the best of their Way to this place, 
and As^ke the Protection of the Governor for that the Indians 
would Certainly Destroy them ; And Said that having but 
little Provisions and no Guide, they had allmost Periehed 
in the Way

S.' Joyly de Pardeithan being Called, he Gave the Same 
Acco.^ of tlieir Journey from Quebeck And of Killing the 
Two IntJians as the aforegoing of Mon&/ Dupont; And Said 
that he was Sent away on Aeco.^ of a Duel, in which he was 
in Some Measure Concerned [146] Concerned in behalf of 
a friend, And being Apprehended wa^ first Sent to New 
Spain, where lived about three Years, and from thence Tra- 
velled to Misaicippy where he Acted for some time as Sec- 
retary , and from thence he went to Quebeck where he became 
Acquainted] with the other two, and knew no more of them 
than tbe Acco/ they gave of themselves And that they were 
Bespected there as Gentlemen 

Alexander Poupart de Babour Agreed in every Respect

Orrillon and their Partners in Regard to the InsuflBciency of 
their ffences through which he had last Summer lost the 
Whole produce of Twelve Bus.'^ of Wheat it being Intirely 
Eat up & Destroyed by the Cattle of the Said John Bastarach ; 
He was therefore Directed to lay the said Petition before them 
for their Examination As the partys Concerned were all here. 
And also the Decision thereon formerly Made by One Ber- 
nard Goddet, At that time one of the Deputys, by Order of 
the Honourable Alexander Cosby The Lieu/ Governor of the 
Garrison for their Consideration That they might hear what 
the partys Accused by the Said Gouzile and those Condemned 
by the Said Goddet had to Offer for them Selves And to 
Report the Same to his Hon/ 

All which being Read and the Partys Called The Defend.** 
viz/ the aforesaid John Bastarach Charles ["427] Charles 
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Orrillon And one Baptist Richard Did not Deny the loss said 
to be Sustained hy Ciouzile but said that it was not Owing 
to any Default of theirs, but purely Througii the Default of 
those who had not According to An Agreement Dated 
Jajiuary 1733 Conipleiafced and made Gbod their part of that 
iTeuce in Comrfion As then Agreed npon to hinder the Cattle 
from Entering that Way; of which Common flFence, Jolm 
Baj5t^*iraeh, whose Cattle committeil tlie Trespass, Aifirmes, 
As hy hii? Petition upon file, that he had made good his part 
the Year before 

In Answer to tliat Allegation The party Contlemneil By 
Bernard Goddet Viz,* Peter Depuig, Jolm Prince And the 
afore Said Baptist Richard, To pay to James Goiizilo one hh.^ 
of Wheat for Damage AlBrra and Say, particularly Peter 
Depuis and Prince, That the Damasre did happen th rough the 
Default and Insufficiency of the Above Mentioncnl Dofendimlii 
own fence And not through their Neglect of making up their 
part of the fence with them in Common as hath been sett 
forth and therefore think it is a Very great hardship tliat 
they Should be Condemned, at least Equally with the Said 
Baptist Richard who is not Only conc*3rned with Uiem in y* 
Party or Common ffenee but also with Bastarach And Orril- 
lon in that ffenee of the Inelo^ure throutrfi which the Tres- 
pass was Committed And the Re-ason which they Advance to 
prove their Allegation that the Cattle dJd break through their 
Own proper ffenoe and not the ffenee in Common is this 

That as there hath not been t^uch a ffenee? in Common to 
prevent the Cattle from Entering by the River tlie«e forty 
Years past. The Cattle would have allwaye formerly Entred 
that way as well as Now; And as to tlieir fulfilling their 
Agreement for their making np and Complecting their 
Respective parts of Said Common ffenee, they Said that they 
were both Ready And Willing to do it, As soon as they, who 
are also with them therein CoDoern'd And most lyable to 
Losses, through the want then^of. Gave them a Call; And 
therefore Complaining of being Condemn<?d [438] Complain- 
ing As aforesaid of being Condemned and that by the Single 
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Opinion of Bernard Goddet Equally Seeing there hath been 
no Biieh Common fifenee, to which he the said Bernard And 
the Other party now pretend to Impute the present Damage^ 
'for these forty years as aforesaid ; And as they had No Man- 
ner of Interest Either in the Inelosure or the fence thereof; 
through which, Asserting that it was more probable from the 
Defective Condition it then was in, for the Cattle to Enter 
than through Any Default of theirs in not having made their 
part of the ffence Common ffence. They Appealed And Be- 
ferred its then State to the Testimony of the Said Bernard 
(}oddet and Beny Bichard at that time also a Deputy And 
Ordered by Qo\emor Cosby to Adjuste the Dispute 

Who thereupon being Asked Answered that the ffence 
About the Inelosure properly belonging to Bastarach, Orrillon 
And Baptist Bichard was not good. And as to that of forty 
Years None Denied the Allegation, tho' they were of opinion 
that if those who. are concerned and Obliged by Agreement 
to make up the ffence in Common had performed their parts, 
it might have contributed much towards the preventing of 
Any Such Loss 

Charles Orillon Alleadging that his part of the fence 
About the Inelosure was good; he was therein contradicted 
by Beny Bichard who said that there was such a Breach in 
it at that time, that Cattle might Enter witli Ease 

To Which Orillon Answered That that Breach was made 
by Driving the Cattle out of the Inelosure through that port 
of his fence; Whereunto Bichard Bepiyd That it was Evident 
at that time from the Beaten path that the Cattle had made 
that they had frequently And more than Once passed and 
Bepassed that Way 

And Baptist Bichard Bepresenting that he had Sent a 
Man last Spring to make good his part, He was also Answered, 
that Notwithstanding thereof it was not Done, and that it 
was Only to Bepair his part of the Inclo<ur's fence and not 
that of the ffence in Common which he did Not Dony 
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The Deputy Bernard Goddet heing a^sked why he had 
Condemned Depuis and I'rineo who had no Interes^t in tJie 
Inclosure or feild where the Trespass wa« Committed [429] 
Comniittcd Ami not Rather the person whose Cattle Com- 
mitUxl it. And thet^ Ol^her people who are Concerned therein 
afi well as Baptist Richard 

He Answered, BwaiLsc that by tlie he^t Informatioii he 
could getj tiie Cattle Enterd the feild by the River through 
Default of tJiat Common ffenee of which Baptist Richard hath 
a part and not throu^^di the fence of the fence (^t/r) of the 
Feild in which he tJie 8aid Baptist is als** Concerned with 
Bastarach and Orillon; And that therefore he Judged these 
who had not perfornid their part of that CommoQ fence, 
Acoording to Agreement (whicli was shown him) tlie Most 
Culpable; And to Prove that tliey did Enter the feUd 
by the River, One Breton who lives Opposite thereunto 
Declared tliat he saw the Cattle Enter by the River and not 
through the ffence of the Inclo^ure 

And being also Aek'd why he presiun^d of himself to pass 
Sentence witliout the (Vmciirrance of Renny Richard the 
other Deputy who was Ordered on that Affair As well as he 
He Answered that he had sent to him but not being at 
home he Nevertheless tliought it was his Duty to Comply 
with Gov/ Coebys Order m^ mon and Exactly aa he was Cap- 
able According to the aforesaid Circumstances, And that he 
Bend ( ?) his Deci^^ion thereof to John Depuis, that Renny 
Ricliard might See it 

Renny Ricimrd being Ask'd if he had seen it; He Ansr.* 
in the Affirmative, but, said, that as he did not Approve of it 
he wonJd not Signe it 

And l>eing a^kc»d why he Disapproved of it. He Replyed, 
because, in tlie first place, that Neither Depuis nor Print*© 
whom Bernard Goddet Imd Conderand had Any Interest in 
tJie Tnchisure. w!iore the Damage was Done; And that if they 
Only with Baptist Richard were to l)e Condemned for not 
performing their part of y* Common ffence, And not Bas^ 
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tarach and Orrillon whose fence was bad and out of Bepair, 
He therefore thought it would have been more just to have 
charged all these Coheirs with the Damage in proportion to 
their Several Interests in both fifences 

And the Deputys being Asked for the Order, They both 
Said that it was only a Verbal One [430] 

Which being all that both partys had to Offer they then 
Retired 

And then was Read a Scrole Order, the Copy of that for- 
merly Isued at Mines in Relation to their Dykes Barriers and 
ffences 

The Secretary having Communicated the Commity's

The Secretary Acquainted the Board that his Honour 
having perused the preceding Examination And finding that 
there was no Opinion passed thereon for want of a Quorum 
he had therefore Ordered him to Summons again, on the 
same Affair, the Gentlemen of the Committee, As Also Henry 
Cope Esq« in Order to Make a Quorum That the Board might 
Come to a Resolution and give their Opinion on the Whole
